The specificate, 
on the other hand, more broadly describes the invention or systems for stirring punt and pant 
stirring heads including a downwardly extending inference arm that prevents rotation of a pamt 
can by interfering with or engaging its cover. This error and any and all other errors being 
corrected in the reissue application as of the filing date of this declaration, including all errors 
that were not covered by the prior declaration submitted in the appUcation, arose without
